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PREFACE 


"The library and the chapel are the two most enduring pillars of the 
college. Both are hallowed by memories of great teachers who have gone, 
and tt ts great teaching that makes the college worthy of tts high purpose, 
but great teachers are with us all too short a time. They pass, but the 
library, stored with the wisdom that they loved and taught, remains. In 
its cool atmosphere, attentive to its significance, reflective in its best 
tradition, you may come to share the spirit of those scholars whom it 
has already served. 

There was a time when a chapel, a library, and a few good teachers 
could make a respectable college. Since that time the rules for aca- 
demic respectability have become more rigorous. То be ‘recognized’ а 
college nowadays must have adequate laboratories, some doctors of phi- 
losophy on its faculty, and considerable amount of income-producing 
endowment. In expert measurement of academic efficiency little stress 
15 placed on chapel, but the library 1s closely scrutinized. Its books can 
be counted. The chapel’s influences are less measurable. 

There are elusive elements about a library that cannot be measured. 
The number of volumes in it is not a true measure of its usefulness. 
Efficiency of the library staff to help students, and the quality of the 
books available are also important. Nearly every college library contains 
а hundred times as many books as any one student will read, but the 
tdea ts to have there, available to him, authoritative information on 
whatever academic topic he may care to investigate. The information 
ts there. The library 15 stored with the wisdom of the ages. The banquet 
ts spread, but the student, of evenings, often prefers a sandwich in a 
pool room to the banquet in the reading room. Homeward bound, he 
may see the library lights and regret an evening less well spent, but from 
an evening with the books under a green shaded lamp, he may go home 
with a feeling of virtue and elation. 

Freshmen make less use of the library than they would if they real- 
ized its possibilities for helpfulness to them. They may not know how 
to use it. They may not know how to run down information on any 
toptc. That calls for a little technique, a technique that the library staff 
ts there to help you acquire. Ask one of them to show you how to dig 
up the dope on any subject. Once you get the hang of tt you are sure 
to find pleasure in doing library research on your own. It ts a pleasure 
in an argument to be able to cite facts and authorities їп support of 
your point. Be documented. It 1s in the library even more than in the 
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classroom that you may find particular knowledge that you need, that 
you need for your own enlargement, as well as the enlargement of your 
influence. 

Library lights, green shaded lamps, a student at every one, long 
stacks of books fading away into the shadows, a scene like that lends 
confidence to the hope that after all, education may win the race.”

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INTRODUCTION 


The guide is intended to assist students and professors in their use of the 
Logan Library. The Library is here for you in support of your curricular needs. 
We feel that some, a rare few, do not know how to obtain the most out of the 
Library, even after many years at Rose-Hulman. In order to keep from boring 
everyone there is a smattering of humor scattered throughout the guide. Taken 
in the spirit in which it was intended it will not offend anyone. The Library has 
many services to offer but there are 13 others that could also be of use. So, tell 
your advisor, department head, boss, or whatever that you think the library is 
understaffed and underfunded. 
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A BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE LOGAN LIBRARY 


The John A. Logan Library, named for Rose-Hulman’s tenth President (1962- 
1976), is located in the heart of the campus north of Olin Hall and west of Moench 
and Crapo Halls (it’s the building with the skinny windows). The groundbreaking 
ceremony for the Library, known as the Learning Resources Center then, took 
place in August 1973. In the fall of 1974 the Learning Resources Center opened 
for business and also became the home of the Tri Kappa Art Collection. The 
name was changed by the Board Of Managers to honor Dr. Logan when he 
retired as President of Rose-Hulman. 

The Library contains approximately 70,000 volumes including 41,000 books 
(mostly science and technology with core collections in the various disciplines 
taught by the Humanities, Social, and Life Sciences Division), 18,000 bound pe- 
riodicals, 1200 record albums (jazz, rock, easy-listening, and lots of classical), 
7,000 NASA documents and NATO technical reports, newspapers, and a collec- 
tion of recent bestsellers. Each year around 1,000 books are added to the collec- 
tion and the majority of the periodicals are bound and shelved. The Library also 
owns VCPs (Video Cassette Players) to loan out to students and faculty. There 
is a VCR for use in the Library only. Projectors (slide, 16mm and 8mm movie, 
and filmstrip) are available in addition to a reel to reel recorder and darkroom 
facilities. 

The newest tool in the Library is the Library User Information System (LUIS) 
on-line catalog system. LUIS allows students to access the Rose-Hulman, I.S.U., 
and St. Mary's collections using three diferent searching modes (author, title, 
and subject) from computer terminals located in all three schools. 


Other computer-based services include InterLibrary Loans and database searches. 


These systems expand the effective resources of the Library and increase the ease 
of finding and obtaining information for both students and faculty.

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THE ORIGINS OF THE LIBRARY (Sort of) 


The Logan Library’s history stretches back all the way to the founding of Rose 
Polytechnic Institute in 1874. Intitially, however, it did not operate under the 
name of “Library” but instead had the unfortunate, although descriptive, title of 
“that room upstairs.” The evolution of this term makes for fascinating reading. 

We all know that professors tend to accumulate things in their offices (maga- 
zines, books, old home work, notes from that nifty convention on solar- powered 
food processors) and they need to occasionally purge their offices so they can 
start over again. When a professor in the middle to late 1870’s collected a box 
of this refuse he invariably wandered into Chauncey’s office and asked politely, 
“Where should I hide this box of stuff?” 

Chauncey, without looking up from his portfolio would gesture up and behind 
him with the thumb of his right hand, “Put it in ‘that room upstairs.’” 

After a short time passed the professors no longer consulted with Chauncey 
about where to store their hand-me-downs but faithfully placed them in “the 
room upstairs” all by themselves. Slowly the number of boxes, labeled with the 
professor’s name and the date (more or less) when he deposited it there in “that 
room upstairs,” grew. Then one fateful day Dr. Joe went to see Prof. Fred. 

“Fred,” started Dr. Joe, “I’m looking for a Steam Table that has [something 
unusual]. Do you have one I might use?” 

Prof. Fred reclined in his high-backed chair and stared reflectively at the 
cobwebs in the opposite corner of his office. “Hmm, I seem to remember seeing 
one that covered those areas but I cannot for the life of me remember where it 
was,” and he settled back into his chair with an empty look on his face. Dr. 
Joe started turning to leave, a trifle disappointed, when Prof. Fred barked out 
“T recall now, it was in ‘that room upstairs’ in one of Prof. Glen’s boxes!” His 
mouth screwed itself into a silly grin because he felt extremely proud of himself 
and he patted himself on the back as Dr. Joe rushed to “that room upstairs.” 

This type of search for information continued and it became almost a daily 
occurrence to have a professor rifling through “that room upstairs” looking for a 
manual, text, or paper to help him with his work. We do not know when it first 
became clear that filing in boxes by professors’ names was not only inefficient but 
also damned inconvenient. However, we do know how they solved this problem. 
They hired a Clarence A Waldo A.M., professor of elementary mathematics to 
organize the collection and become the school’s first librarian. So, when they 
needed something they would be able to simply ask him (sexist) for it, saving 
much time and effort. They also begrudgingly agreed to start referring to “that 
room upstairs” as the “Library.” 

After many years, a few more professor /librarians, and the move from in town 
to the current campus, the “Library” is now in a separate building with its very 
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own staff. This staff is a happy company who have many services to offer (most 
of them free). Of course they still collect and organize stuff (mainly books, some 
periodicals, music records, etc.) but they also are delighted to help students, 


professors too, find materials, organize papers, let one use the darkroom, and 
more.

1. The Library spends $90,000 annually purchasing and binding periodicals for 
your use. We bind most of the periodicals we receive so when one of the 
back issues that needs to be bound magically disappears we must go through 
the trouble and expense of tracking down and ordering a replacement. Те 
unbound issues of most periodicals in the back room will eventually be bound 
and shelved upstairs but while they are in this limbo state we do allow them 
to be checked out of the library. Let me repeat CHECKED OUT! Please 
do not just walk off with these issues because some of the more scholarly 
journals, if they can be replaced at all, can cost over $50 for just one issue. 


2. The fine on all three week loans is 10 cents per day. 
3. The fine on the Video Cassette Players (VCPs) is $5 PER HOUR. 


4. If you possess an outstanding fine the Library will gladly hold your transcript 
and, should you press your luck, your diploma, as reminders. Although not 
well known, some members of the grounds crew are actually Rose-Hulman 
graduates working off large Library fines. 


ISU 


At the ISU libraries Rose-Hulman students have the same borrowing privi- 
leges as ISU students although you must get your ID card bar-coded (a painless 
procedure but the bar-code may clash with those stylish ARA meal stickers). If, 
unlikely as it sounds, you happen to run up a fine at ISU you must pay it there, 
at the Circulation desk and not here at Rose-Hulman. The fine for overdue books 
is 5 cents per day. For more information check at one of the ISU libraries. 


St. Mary's 


The St. Mary's library operates in the same nontechnical manner as our own 
library so to check materials out just identify yourself as a Rose-Hulman student 
(your ID may be handy for this) and sign your name. Inquire at the St. Mary's 
library for more information.

The Library User Information Service is an on-line access catalog that al- 
lows library patrons to search the Rose-Hulman, ISU, and St. Mary’s collec- 
tions. LUIS consolidates and displays the information previously found using the 
dreaded card catalog (the instrument of death in many students’ papers) plus 
the location of the entry (Rose, ISU, St. Mary’s), and its circulation status. 


LUIS is capable of searching by author, title, subject, and keyword (after 
Christmas 1987) providing you, the library user, with a flexible tool to locate the 
information you seek. LUIS offers a number of different HELP screens to assist 
you in your search and there is always a menu of available commands shown at 
the bottom of the screen. 


For those of you who have computers with a modem, there are dial access 
numbers for LUIS. The numbers are:

After entering one of these commands LUIS will display either a guide, an index, 
an entry record or a “NO ENTRIES FOUND” message. If entries were located 
the second line tells you which screen type is currently displayed, how many were 
found, and which one(s) are presently shown. To select an index from a guide or 
a record from an index just choose the appropriate line number. To jump around 
in indexes and guides use the g and i commands.

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DATABASE SEARCHES 


If there appears to be some trouble finding the information you need because, 
for example, the information is too recent to be found in our indexes or covers 
such a range of topics or years that a paper index search would be very formidable, 
then you may consider a computerized database search. The library can access 
databases covering all of the paper indexes plus many others that have been 
compiled by industries needing a great deal of information on certain subjects. 
The service is not free and, although the library will cover most of the cost, it 
should be used only after the traditional, labor-intensive methods have failed. 

There is no set procedure for obtaining a database search. If you feel it may 
be what you need the best thing to do is grab your notes and have a talk with 
Mr. Robson. He will consider whether your proposed search is warranted (they 
usually are) and inform the ISU library to run a search (we do not have the 
facilities or staff to run our own searches - hint, hint). The financial terms are 
generally the library paying most of the cost 

It is important to remember that obtaining materials using database searches 
takes time. The database search results may take one to five days before reaching 
you and then there is another ten to fourteen days to receive the items listed in 
the search from the Interlibrary Loan system. A good estimate of the time you 
should expect before the materials are in your hands is, then, two to three weeks, 
so plan accordingly.

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INTERLIBRARY LOANS 


The Interlibrary Loan (ILL) service expands the effective resources of the li- 
brary to include the holdings of any supplier library in the ILL network (14 mil- 
lion bibliographic records). Mr. Robson encourages the use of ILL borrowing 
because it offers a wide range of materials the library can not afford to purchase. 

To acquire materials through ILL you must fill out one of these handy ILL 
Request Forms (shown below in reduced form) and give it to Mrs. Ying. The 
ILL service is provided to you free of charge but the library must pay a few 
dollars. Therefore we ask students to check with a professor to find out if an 
item is absolutely necessary. Under certain circumstances, reimbursement may 
be sought.

Applied Sctence and Technology Index may be more useful if | 
you do not have three to four weeks to retrieve Ше citations. 


Essay and General Literature Index An author-subject index to collections 
of essays with emphasis on the humanities and social sciences. Particularly 
useful because ISU buys all the books used in the index. An essential tool 
for a broad range of HSLS topics, not just literature. 


Film Literature Index 


General Science Index Indexes about 90 general science periodicals. 


Humanities Index Cumulative index of over 250 English-language periodicals 
covering such areas as history, language and literature, literary and political 
criticism, performing arts, philosophy, religion, theater and film. 
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IEEE Publications Index Covers Ше publications, periodicals, and articles of 
the Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers. 


MLA Bibliography Provides a classified listing and subject index for books 
and articles on modern languages, literature, and linguistics. Covers all 
nations and languages. The Essay and General Literature Index is usually 
a more fruitful tool. 


Monthly Catalog of United States Government Publications 
Optics Index 


PAIS Bulletin The Public Affairs Information Service Bulletin covers publi- 
cations “on all subjects that bear on contemporary public issues and the 
making and evaluation of public policy.” Publications include newspapers, 
books, and documents in addition to periodical articles. So if your research 
topic is whether your congressman has ever worried about---war/ peace, pol- 
lution, energy, etc.—consider this tool.

Readers’ Guide to Periodical Literature The best known and most popu- 
lar index of American periodicals (it covers 180 popular newsstand period- 
icals).

SAE Index of Technical Papers (SAE Transactions) Covers the materi- 
als produced by the Society Automotive Engineers. 


Social Sciences Index Indexes the 260 most popular journals in the social sci- 
ences. Topics covered include anthropology, area studies, economics, envi- 
ronmental studies, geography, law, political science, psychology, and sociol- 
ogy. 


Transactions of the ASME Covers the publications of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers through 1981 (see Applied Mechanics Review). 
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AN INDEX SEARCH STRATAGY 


The first task is deciding which index(es) to use. The library has, basically, 
three types of technical indexes: international, comprehensive indexes; field spe- 
cific indexes; and indexes for specific journals or professional societies. Choosing 
the right index is very important. 

Let’s suppose you are a graduate student researching your thesis or a profes- 
sor working on an article. The subject is the development of local area networks 
(LANs) over the last 15 years. You are going to want the best information avail- 
able on LANs regardless of language or country of origin so use the Engineering 
Indez, the Applied Science and Technology тает, and database searches. After 
finding materials you want to examine in more depth, you can ask Mrs. Ying to 
get them through the ILL service (provided they are not available locally). 

What if you are, for example, still an undergraduate working on your Senior 
Project, designing and building a LAN? You will probably want to skip the 
Engineering Index and instead search the last two or three years of the Applted 
Science and Technology Indez, the Electrical and Electronic Abstracts, or IEEE 
Publications Indez. This may not provide you with the absolute best LAN designs 
and information but you will get materials good enough for a working project 
and an intelligent project report. 

Finally, let's pretend you are a student working on a lab report for Dr. Hoover 
about the networking capabilities of 68000 based microcomputers or, maybe, on 
a Lit. and Writ. paper about the influence of LANs on the classic office envi- 
ronment. You do not require leading edge information and your topic is fairly 
specific so you may want to just look in the Readers’ Guide or look in the IEEE 
Index. The library carries all IEEE periodicals so you would not have have to 
wait for an ILL or even go to ISU. 


MAGAZINES 


The magazines and periodicals owned by Rose-Hulman, ISU, and St. Mary's 
are entered into LUIS. ISU has entered the actual volume holdings and the other 
schools will follow (soon?). Check LUIS or ask. 
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REFERENCE MATERIALS 


The library has many reference books for your use (some may even be checked 
out, ask) but employing them effectively requires a systematic approach. This 
system involves choosing those materials that fit your information needs. In most 
cases, this means that the Readers Guide or the Encyclopedia Britanica are not 
the materials you need. For example, let's assume you need to find formulas for 
calculating the power dissipated in passive circuit elements. You might want to 
try the most general reference books first, like the McGraw-Hill Encyclopedia of 
Science and Technology, or something a bit less general such as the McGraw-Hill 
Encyclopedia of Engineering. On the other hand, since you are dealing with cir- 
cuit elements you may want to try electrical engineering reference books like the 
McGraw-Hill Encyclopedia of Electrical Engineering. But the best thing to try, 
in this case, would be a specific reference volume like the Handbook of Electric 
Power Calculations. So, look at the information you already have and decide 
how precise (or how general) your needs are.

VCR The VCR, located in room 102 (the gloomy room downstairs), is available 
for students, faculty and staff. Recreational viewing is encouraged but it 
can be bumped for curricular use. The key to room 102 can be obtained at 
the front desk in exchange for your signature or your first born child. 


VCPs The library owns 4 Video Cassette Players (once upon a time we owned 5) 
and these puppies are the hottest items we have (well, they are almost as 
popular аз the pharmacy museum). We loan them free of charge to all Козе- 
Hulman students, faculty, and staff but they may be checked out for only a 
24 hour period. The late fine for exceeding the 24 hour loan time is a hefty 
$5 PER HOUR and it is vigorously enforced. A VCP may be reserved up 
to 24 hours in advance. 


161пт PROJECTORS The library owns five 16mm projectors that may be 
checked out for as long as they are needed (within reason). Unfortunately, 
whether or not a projector is operational seems to be a function of the the 
local tides so we can not guarantee they will all perform as advertised. 


REEL-TO-REEL The library does own a reel-to reel recorder (of sorts) that 
it will gladly loan out (to brave patrons). 


SLIDE PROJECTOR Three beautiful carousel slide projectors are available 
at the front desk just begging to be checked out. They told us they would 
be happy to leave the library for as long as one of you might need them. 


DARKROOM The darkroom is in the basement of the library for everyone 
(associated with Rose-Hulman, of course) to use. The key is available at the 
front desk (and for a small tip we will promise not to play with the lights 
while you are in the darkroom). Please do not leave a mess and you will 
need to supply your own materials. 


LISTENING ROOM There is a listening room located somewhere in the li- 
brary (check at the front desk to find out the current site). There are only 
facilities for listening to records and Mr. Robson asks that you use the 
head-phones available at the desk. 


DRUGSTORE MUSEUM Next to the current periodicals is the drugstore 
museum, something that one may not expect in a library. It is not all that 
exciting and it does consume valuable library space but one should go in 
and see it at least once. For example, it’s a good way to waste some time 
waiting for the rain to stop. If your grandmother is visiting or you really 
want to impress your date this weekend go ask Mr. Robson for his famed 
museum tour. It lasts only fifteen thrilling minutes and has been known to 
make the weak swoon. Also, the collection of leeches has always drawn rave 
reviews. 
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JOB SEARCH AIDS 


The Logan Library has acquired materials that supplement the information 
on prospective employers found in the Placement Office. These materials include 
a rather good selection of brief corporate profiles, resume guides, and related 
publications, that will help not only graduating seniors entering the job market 
but also underclassmen looking for summer employment. Remember, the Place- 
ment Office is the main location of information and advice on employers, not the 
library. Our information is meant to complement theirs.

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THE TRI KAPPA АКТ COLLECTION 


The Tri Kappa Art Collection of Indiana artists, established in 1932, contains 
104 paintings by 86 artists. The collection originally toured the state but because 
of the collection’s value and the wear caused by all the traveling, Tri Kappa 
decided to permanently house the collection. In 1973 the Chapters agreed to 
loan most of the collection to Rose-Hulman for permanent display in the John 
A. Logan Library. There are 93 paintings in the Library (well, some of them are 
in Moench Hall now) and a guide can be found at the front desk. 


BINDING AND REPAIR 


Approximately thirteen times a year we send materials to the bindery for 
binding and repair. Usually, these materials are journals that are being bound so 
they may be shelved upstairs or are books that need to be repaired because the 
cover is coming off. So, if you can not locate a journal that is a few months old 
and it’s not with the unbound journals or upstairs on the shelves, then it may 
be at the bindery or ready to go to the bindery. If it is just waiting to be sent 
we may let you have a quick look at it. Ask! 

Also, if you have a journal you collect, your extensive library of Rose Thorns, 
for example, or a special book that is losing its cover, like your leather-bound 
copy of Letters To Anias Nin, then talk to Mr. Robson. He will usually (always) 
send your materials to the bindery for you. Average cost is only $7-10. 


OUT-OF-PRINT SEARCH SERVICE 


If you are looking for a book or journal and discover that is out-of-print do 
not give up all hope of finding it. Tell Mr. Robson about your problem and he 
will ask some out-of-print book retrieval services to try and locate it for you. If 
they do, you will be notified of the price and may reject it. 
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ARCHIVES 


The archives is the intellectual attic of the school, consisting of such items as 
undergraduate theses (fortunately they stopped that tradition), The Rose Thorn 
from 1892, the old and new Rose Technic, school catalogs since 1883, and many 
other printed items. The best stuff are the photographs and slides of old Rose 
Poly. The weirdest is a collection of hair from Chauncey’s brothers. 


WRITING CENTER 


The Writing Center is located in the 100 level (the basement) of the Library. 
Although intellectually related, it is a separate entity with the director reporting 
to the Dean of Faculty. In addition to assisting you in your classroom work, the 
staff of the center will offer informed opinions about cover letters and resumés.
